The 53d Mass, Reg. was a nine months 
organization recruited in the towns com 
posing the northern parts of Wor ut 
and Middlesex Counties. On the 20(h « 
Nov. 1862, Col. John W. Kimbal 
Fitchburg, assumed command, and the 
regiment lett the state for the seat ¢ 
war. Remaining in New York a few 
weoks, it sturted for New Orleans where 
it arrived alter a stormy passage of 
twelve days, In March 1805 it went 
Baton Rouge, and afterwards to Port 
Hudson, and on frequent reconnoissances 
In April it joined the movement throug! 
the ‘Teche country, and on the 13th was 
the first to plant a flag on Fort Bisland 
The succeeding weeks were spent in 
marching and skirmishing, and in the 
lines before Port Hudson, In an unsuc 

-fnl charge on the 13th of June, the 
7 officers and 79 men out of 3800 
fiters an i men who went in. Oa the 
19th it went to the front to support a 
battery and remained there until July 9ul 
when Port Iludson surrendered, Re 
turning to Baton Rouse it was sent t 
Donaldsonviile where it remained on dril 
and picket duty until August 2],and on 
the 12th started home by way of Cairo, 
and was mustered out at Fitchburg Sept. 
2, 1863. 

Hon. B F Whittemore, then a resident 
of Berlin, Mass., was chaplain of the 
regiment. In early life be was a resi 
dent of East Woburn, and within a few 
years he bas returned to his old home, 
and purchased the elegant estate, bounded 
by Railroad, Central and Organge streets, 
to which he has given the appropriate 
name of * The Evergreens.” ‘To this 
charming retreat he invited the officers 
of the 53d to celebrate the 12th anniver 
sary of their muster out. The ofiicers 
present were Col. J W Kimball, of Fitch 
burg, Adjt.

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REDUCTION OF RAILROAD FARES. 


Doubtless many of our eitizens will be 
surprised to learn that the price of season 
tickets on the B. & L. R. R. between Bos- 
ton and Stoneham is only $15.00 a quarter, 
and that package or commutation tickets 
may be had at the rate of five rides for 
ninety cents, or 18 cents per ride. Stone- 
is 12 miles from Boston, and Woburn is 10, 
while season tickets between Woburn and 
Boston cost $16.00, and ten fares are the 
least you can buy at reduced rates, and 
they cost two dollars, or 20 cents a ride 
To Woburn the cost is 1.60 per mile by the 
quarter and to Stoneham it is $1.25; to 
Woburn it is2 cents amile by the package, 
and to Stoneham it is 11-2 cents. Why is 
this difference? Is it because there is more 
travel to Stoneham overthe B. & LL. R. R. 
than to Woburn? or is it because there is 
a competing road to Stoneham? It is well 
known that the most of the Stoneham 
travel goes over the B. & M. R. R. which 
is connected by horse cars with Stoneham 
center. It is more than likely that if we 
had a competing road to Woburn, our fares 
on the Branch might be reduced to one 
and a half cents per mile, and $12.50 per 
quarter, The road is demonstrating that 
it can afford to do it, by the tariff which it 
has established for Stoneham, and why 
not do the same thing for Woburn? We 
have been told that the new management 
is disposed to grant all reasonable accom- 
modations and privileges, and certainly 
Woburn with its large population and 
heavy travel should not be neglected when 
smaller towns are enjoying the favors we 
have referred to. The talk of a new rail 
road has been heard for the past year, at 
times loud and determined, and again 
almost silenced, but the discrimination to 
which we allude is a strong argument for 
the projectors of a new road which they 
will not be slow to use. 

We can see no reason why the B. & L. 
can not afford to treat Woburn as well as 
it does any of its customers, and nothing 
would be more appreciated than a reduc- 
tion of fares.

GOLD MINE IN WOBURN, 

Woburn has at last got the gold fever. 
Hearing that a mine was being opened on 
the farmof Mr. M,C. Small in the «But. 
ton End ” district, a reporter was sent 
over to see the place and learn the partic 
ulars of the digging. ‘The farm on which 
the opening is being made, is familiarly 
known as the ‘Symonds Place,” and at the 
present time is owned by M. C. Small of 
East Boston, It is situated about two 
tniles from the centre, on the corner of 
Mill and Salem streets, near the Stoneham 
line. The house on the ferm is oecupied 
by Mr. Alpheus F. Hardy. 

We found Mr. Small who is a man 
about 45 years of age and as good natured 
a man as one would wish to meet. Some 
time last Spring specimens of the rock on 
the place were examined and traces of 
minerals found, and so strong has been 
the belief that there was some ‘‘unearthed 
treasure” there that several attempts have 
been made since then to see if anything 
valuable was hidden, he attempts to dig 
very deep have been unsuccesstul, owing 
to the doubts abotit anything being found. 
Last week Friday, the owner having be- 
come more convinced than ever that it 
would pay to dig, an opening was made 
on the Mill street side, about fifteen feet 
from the street.
